Prints and Drawings Galleries : RENAISSANCE DRAWINGS FROM 

THE AMBROSIANA. This exhibition from the Biblioteca Arabrosiana, 
Milan, is the first to show in America these 80 14th- to early 
17th-century German and Italian drawings. Through June 16, 1985.

Included are books, 
posters, illustrations, cartoons and comic strips, typography, 
advertisements, logos, and promotional pieces dating from the 
15th century until today. May 26 is the last day.
